^^HE  LOVED  LIFE,  LAUGHTER,  AND  PEOPLE" 

This  eulogy  was  written  by  David  Larson,  Dean  of  Students,  to 
Trinity  students  who  were  unable  to  attend  the  visitation  or  funeral 
services  of  fellow  student  Tom  Krygsheld,  who  was  killed  in  a  work 
related  accident  during  Christmas  break. 

Dear  Students, 

I  thought  that  I  would  write  to  you  because  you  were  unable  to 
attend  the  funeral  Service  for  Tom  Krygsheld.  No  doubt  you've 
heard  by  now  the  circumstances  of  his  tragic  death. 

I'm  writing  to  you  on  Friday  night  after  coming  from  the  funeral 
home  where  Tom's  family  hod  spent  a  marathon  day  greeting 
family  and  friends.  The  line  of  people  spilled  out  of  the  visitation 
room  into  the  hallways  and  other  rooms  of  the  funeral  home  and,  at 
times,  onto  the  sidewalk  outside. 

There  was  a  curious  blend  in  the  room,  a  real  mix  of  emotions  to 
be  seen  and  felt.  While  there  were  tears,  there  was  also  laughter. 
The  laughter  was  neither  inappropriate  nor  impolite.  It  was  not  the 
sort  of  nervous  laughter  that  comes  with  uneasiness  about  death.  It 
was  instead  the  gentle,  confident  laughter  that  is  shared  among 
family  and  friends  who  are  at  ease  with  each  other  and  the  life  of 
the  person  we  came  to  remember. 

The  tears  were  significant  too.  Death  never  comes  easily,  it 
carries  with  it  the  residue  of  sting,  and  life  is  somehow  never  quite 
the  same  for  those  who  remain.  But  the  emptiness  of  missing 
someone,  an  emotion  which  at  times  can  seem  overwhelming,  can 
itself  be  overwhelmed  by  God's  grace.  And  that,  too,  was  in  the 
room. 

That  seemed  very  clear  to  me  tonight.  I  can't  imagine  the  pain  of 
losing  someone  for  whom  life  seemed  about  to  begin  in  all  its 
fullness,  But  God's  grace  can  overwhelm  whatever  overwhelms  us, 
and  Tom's  family  was  already  testifying  to  that  fact.  Someone  has 
said  that  those  who  believe  in  God  hove  suffering  to  explain,  while 
the  nonbeliever  must  explain  the  existence  of  everything  else.  The 
suffering  I  saw  tonight  and  shared  with  family  and  friends  was  the 
suffering  of  people  of  hope  because  they  know  and  belong  to 
Jesus,  as  Tom  did.  And  that  makes  all  the  difference. 

While  we  all  miss  Tom  dearly,  his  memory  lives  on  in  our  hearts, 
and  in  the  dedication  of  this  book  to  his  memory,

It  became  an  international  effort  of 
good  will.
